of all the juſt, He is without ſpot, and 
capable to take out all Rains, by his infi- 
nite ſanity : and yet he ſuffered as a ſin- 
ner, to blot out all our ſins; It is in this

ſuffering he wonld have us all imitate him; 
He doth not require us to make a heaven, 
nor ſtars, nor to enlarge the ſea, or to 
make the earth firm, but to make our 
ſelves holy as he is holy (according to our 
capacity.) And this we may gain by his 
favour, which he hath by his own nature, 
No man is worthy to ſuffer with Jeſus, 
who doth not purifie himſelf by the ſuffere 
ings of Jeſas.

$it by theſe chief Priefts- and principall 
Sen of that Nation affembled in Coun- 
Þ:l; they informed themſelves, they rea- 
ſon, and conclude his death. The Lyons 
of Solomons throne, did anciently bear 
ertain Writs of the Law, to ſignifie, that 
that it was to be handled by couragious 
ind clear feeing Judges. But here Foxes 
got it into their hands, and did manage it 
by crafty deceits and wickednefle, . Alar, 
we are far from the Laws of God, when 
we cannot abide the leaſt word ſpoken 
2g4inſt our reputation. We are troubled 
to ſuffer for innocency, as-if it were a 
greater honour 'to ſuffer for a diret 
offence. Shall we never think that the 
triumph of virtue conſiſts in well doing, 
and (thereby ) ſometimes receiving harm 
even from thoſe who are eſteemed good 
men ? 

2, There are ſome difficulties in affairs, 
where truth is ſhut up as within a cloud : 
Wiſe men can hardly find out where the 
point lies, but God doth ſo order it, that 
falſhood leaves alwayes Certain marks by 
which it may be known ; and the beauty 
df truth, is ever like that lake of Afich, 
which early or late diſcovers all that is cait 
into it, and makes all impoſtures plainly

ceal'd, And this appears by the proceed: ſnitÞ! 


ing of Gazphas, who choſe to condemn 
Chriſt, for thoſe things which were the 
certain tokens that he was the true Meſlizz, 
He concluded his death by reaſon of his 
miracles, and thoſe gave him authority 
as to the prince of life, A troubled 
ipiric makes darts of every thing (which 
It can) to fight againſt reaſon, and kills 
it ſelf, not ſuſpeRing its own poiſon.

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' Ialhood : It cannot be comprehended 
within our ſenſes, becauſe it exceeds their
